:^rÔi^tcd.by Hic'ccrtainty or even the possibility of a coupon-clipping

i^tjien,|dii'|:(prize' consideration is the coarse in which we are entered 
' let us so choose .and shape bur expenditures of time and <^iergy that 
our prime activity shall be that course. It is important , that one 
docs not become a "fossil," that one learns" to mix with men as a 
man, that one docs one's sliare for the University, but above all it 
is important that une should leave that University equipped for 
what he is about to undertake. It matters not a whit whether his 
aim is accumulation or service. His preparation should be as 
thorough in one case as the other. It is truer loyalty to the Uni- 
versity, too, to make this preparation thorough and serious, than to 
make it merely the minimum necessary to secure a respectable pass. 

You will remember the. erstwhile popular slogan in some Ame- 
ritfan colleges, "C is a gentleman's grade," and the saying of that 
greatest Amcpcan, "You can't fool all of the people all the tiinc." 
Ç grade men, vohinlary or otherwise, in college arc-liable to be C 
grade juen all through life, and that University which produces too 
many C grade men, C grade through mistaken ideals though they 
be, will sooner or later be "found out." Be her athletes and de- 
baters ever so brilliant, her professors sapient, her co-eds fair, it is 
by her graduates 'and their work that she is judged and those who 
did not discriminate in their years of |)reparation , may find them- 
selves in .the unfortunate position of having helped to destroy that 
which;;idbeit misguidedly, they loved.

The eonclllioTiH. that many 
of u* here have looked' npon would 
liiivo been regarded as inonirtrous even 
by 8av,^gos; but the ni2«rhighly edu- 
cator of the peoples of the world hui 
shown itself to b(| raithless and brutul 
and dcmornJU^d, a menace to all bet- 
ter things In' (life. 
; A fajp^jiplh ' as this Is a reflecUon 
nat only upon ona «)-st*m of educa- 
tion but upon all eystem» of education, 
ajils war, like no other wor, has made 
Uie whole world think. Wo have seen 
man do the tliinge ' we beiieyed hn- 
possible. They ha%-6 carried out a 
theory to a pohit at which hoy have 
cas off all pity. Half a dozen years ago 
many, of us wuuld have been prepared 
to say that the German was tho best 
educated man In the world, and yet he 
has proclaimed himself to be in tho 
things of honor and affection, tho 
veriest barbarian. So there is an edu- 
cation of unparalleled efficiency within 
ili^ narrow Inies which may create a 
' étùra^ devoid of ethit:, Tho sug- 
gestion is sufficient to keep education- 
alists humble. On the other hand, we 
liavo seen plain human nuture reveal 
a new nobleness. Quietness and 
courage and endurance have no caste. 
War has shown men to be both better 
and worso thon tliey have known. 

Thia quickened thinking procosa is 
the difflctiity and the hope of 'the 
times lu wMch we are living. The 
discordant catastrophic view may have 
somethlnK In It, after all. Things may 
happen ovrrnlglit which, given oUter 
conditiunH would require centuries for 
their accompUslrment. Occurrences 
that, a few Ynonths ago, wouid have 
been held to be rc\-Dlu,tlonary. have now 
become commonplace.
